Wearing masks against the smell of 
decaying flesh, the workers zipped 
bodies into dark bags and hauled 
them to a makeshift morgue set up in 
a former meat warehouse.

One of history’s deadliest hijack- 
ings, Saturday’s crash killed 127 of 
the 175 people on board. At least 101 
sets of remains have been recovered, 
but authorities were having trouble 
identifying some of them. 

At least one U.S. citizen was 
among the dead. Leslianne Shedd, 
28, was a commercial officer with 
the Foreign Service and had been 
heading to Kenya to meet friends for 
Thanksgiving. 

Among the missing was Ron Ferris, 
a missionary doctor from Tennessee 
who according to his father had 
given up “a six-figure salary to help

In addition to the bodies being 
pulled from the beached piece of 
fuselage, police said several more 
bodies were trapped in wreckage still 
submerged a few hundreds yards off 
Grand Comore, the largest of the 
three Comoros Islands. 

Ethiopian Airlines said Monday 
that four of the 52 people pulled 
alive from the wreckage had died, 
raising the death toll to 127. 
Survivors have been flown to hospi- 


tals across the region. The airline did © 


not give details of the four who died. 

Flight 961 had just left the 
Ethiopian capital of Addis Ababa en 
route to the Ivory Coast when the 
three hijackers stormed the cockpit 
and demanded to be taken to 
Australia. Their motive remains 
unclear. 

The pilot told them the Boeing 767 


was running out of fuel and pleaded 
with the hijackers to let him land at 
an airport in Moroni, the capital of 
the islands east of Mozambique. 
They refused. 

“They said, “If we die, we want 
others to die with us. We want to 
make history,’” according to Indian 
passenger Rekha Mirchandani, 29, 
who said crew members gave her the 
account before she was flown to a 
hospital in Nairobi, the Kenyan capi- 
tal. 

Apparently seeking to minimize the 
casualties, the pilot crash-landed the 
jet in the sea near the shore, where 
rescuers were'able to reach the 
wreckage quickly.

Do not 
stay up late, and drive when you are normally 
awake,” Dame said. “Taking a nap is one of the 
most effective ways to freshen up.” 

The time of day that drivers travel also affects the 
risk of falling asleep at the wheel. 

A census report conducted by M.M Mittler, in a 
release by American Automobile Association, 
showed that the number of fatigue-related colli- 
sions increase between 6 p.m. and 6 a.m. 

Drowsiness has the same effects as drugs and 
alcohol and can be just as dangerous. 

Sleepiness slows reaction time, decreases aware- 
ness and impairs judgment, just like drugs and 
alcohol, according to AAA. Driving drowsy can be 
just as fatal as driving drunk. 

There are several danger signs that drivers should 
recognize in order to prevent falling asleep at the 
wheel. Symptoms listed by the National Sleep 
Foundation include: eyes closing or going out of 
focus by themselves, having trouble keeping your 
head up, uncontrollable yawning, wandering 
thoughts, not remembering the last few miles, drift- 
ing between lanes, tailgating, missing traffic signs, 
jerking the car back into the lane, drifting off the 
road and narrowly missing a crash.

These symptoms indicate that the driver is in dan- 
ger of falling asleep. In this situation, the driver 
should pull off the road and take a nap. 

Other precautions the driver can take to ensure 


that they do not fall asleep ‘at the wheel are: get — 


enough sleep the night before the trip, talk to pas- 
sengers or to yourself, take frequent breaks at rest 
stops, avoid driving at midnight or later when the 
body is set for sleeping, change drivers frequently, 
do not stare blankly at the road, drink something 
cold, keep the inside of the car cold, roll down 
your window and listen to loud, upbeat music. 

Also, make sure that the car is equipped to handle 
the road conditions by having chains, good tires 
and good windshield wipers. The car should be 
tuned up before hitting the highway. 

“Drivers need to realize their limits and listen to 
their body,” said Wendy Bertola, program manager 
for the Utah Safety Council. “If you feel tired, pull 
over. It is better to get to your destination alive and 
safe than on time.” 

“You can fall asleep for five or seven seconds 
and not even realize it,” Bertola said. “If you fall 
asleep for 4 to 5 seconds at 55 miles per hour you 
have travelled over a hundred yards without even 
knowing it.” 


Drunks less accident-prone 
than tired driving students

A survey of 300 BYU students was.

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Provo man found guilty of animal cruelty 


‘Killing a healthy pet violates state laws against animal cruelty, a judge has 
ruled in the case of a Provo man who shot his cocker spaniel. 

Fourth District Judge, Fred Howard on Friday found Robert L. Murray, 37, 
guilty of a class B misdemeanor after Murray testified that he killed his dog 
with wo shotgun blasts,Sept. 1, 1995. 

N urray said he killed the dog because he had to move out of his apartment 
and couldn’t find a neighbor or a friend willing to take the animal. 

_He’said he realized that he could have put the dog in a kennel or turned it 
over to the Humane Society, but he believed death was more humane than sen- 
tencing his dog to life in a cage or on a leash. 

“He'said he was emotionally distressed at the time because he was unem- 
ployed after suffering extensive head and back injuries in an on-the-job acci- 
dent. 

“The Utah Animal Rights Alliance filed a friend-of-the-court brief asking the 
court to sentence Murray to the maximum penalty, which is six months in jail 
and a $1,000 fine. 

Murray will return for sentencing Feb. 6.

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Exterminators’ pesticide 
poisons homeowners

PASCAGOULA, Miss. — The 
exterminator Denise Wainwright hired 
to spray her mobile home 2 1/2 years 
ago got rid of the roaches, but the 
chemical left a strong odor and 
caused her walls and carpet to yellow. 

She also noticed dead birds in the 
yard. The family cat died. “A moth 
flew in and fell right to the floor,’ she 
recalled. 

Wainwright herself started vomiting, 
feeling dizzy and suffering fatigue, 
but the 45-year-old former bus driver 
blamed her diabetes. Now she knows 
better. 

State health experts say 
Wainwright’s family and dozens of 
others across southeastern Mississippi 
were sickened by a cotton-field pesti- 
cide that can kill people when used 
indoors. In fact, it is so toxic that 
farmers can’t return to their fields for 
two days after it is sprayed. 

Authorities say two unlicensed 
exterminators sprayed hundreds of 
homes with the chemical, methyl] 
parathion, which attacks the central 
nervous system. i 

There are no reports of anyone 
being sick enough to be hospitalized, 
but state health chief Ed Thompson 
said the death of a child from a respi- 
ratory ailment after the youngster’s 
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home was sprayed is under investiga- 
tion, 

So far, 67 families have been moved 
into hotels while their homes are 
decontaminated, and authorities have 
also closed a motel, a restaurant and 
six day-care centers. 

It will take weeks just to figure out 
the extent of the contamination, and it 
could be January before anyone can 
move back home. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency calls it one of the nation’s 
worst cases of pesticide misuse and 
estimated the cost of the cleanup’ at 


$50. million. Carpets, drywall and 


other porous material may have to be 
replaced. 

Health authorities have told people 
that their symptoms will disappear 
once they are away from the chemi- 
cal. 

Federal authorities have charged the 
exterminators, Paul Walls and Dock 
Eatman, with illegally applying two 
pesticides. Eatman could get 23 years 
in prison and $2.3 million in fines; 
Walls could be sentenced to 48 years 
and fined $4.8 million. The 61-year- 
old men said they never knew the 
chemical was so dangerous. 

“I sprayed my house,” Walls said. 
“If I had any idea it was dangerous 
like these people say it is I wouldn’t 
have sprayed my house.”

He was a good swimmer,” said his 
father, retired Army chaplain J.W. 
Ferris.

In*1938, U.S. President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt founded the March of Dimes to find 
a-cure for polio, a disease that eventually 
eaused his death. Twenty years later in 1958, a 
cufe-was found making it the only such orga- 
niZation to actually accomplish what it had 
ariginally set out to do. Today, the March of 
Dimes is fighting an equally challenging and 
important battle against birth defects that 
afféets each of us. 

Unfortunately, we seem to have forgotten 
about this do-good organization. Many noble 
and caring students spend countless hours vol- 
unteering their time to help battered women 
and children, homeless people in our commu- 
nity and people with many other problems; all 
of these are very worthy causes. 

“But in our country where the infant mortali- 
ty rate is higher than it is in 23 other coun- 
tri€é$, we can ill-afford to neglect such an 
important entity as the March of Dimes which 
has Yenificantly touched the lives of all of us. 

Justa few years ago, a former BYU adver- 
tising student delivered her baby more than 
four months early. It was only the size of a 
dolla bill and this mother’s wedding ring 
could slide up and down her baby’s frail arms. 
But thanks to intensive neonatal research 
fund by the March of Dimes, this baby is 
now a healthy, normal four-year-old. 

Volunteering for the March of Dimes has 
really opeiied my eyes to the miracles this 
orgamization has brought into my life and the 
life of my family.

I hope that this holiday season as we think 
about the many blessings we have received 
that we might take a moment to be grateful for 
what we don’t have thanks to the March of 
Dimes and its thousands of volunteers and 
contributors. And in the next few months as 
you consider giving service to our community, 
call the March of Dimes and see how you 
might join in a fight that involves all of us. I 
strongly believe that the health and happiness 
of our children depends on it.

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After the Soviet and Eastern European revolutions of 1989-91 and 
the subsequent end of the Cold War, one geopolitical scholar published 
a book titled “The End of History.” In light of the past five years, the 
expectation by some of a new Golden Age appears to have been some- 
what premature. Nearly a million lives ended in the recent conflicts in 
Bosnia and Rwanda alone. The pattern of war in human experience 


shows little sign of changing. 


The sudden reduction in the threat of mutual nuclear annihilation 
and the end of the bipolar global order has left the world searching for 
a new balance. As the shapers of opinion struggle to adjust to the new 
realities, philosophical curiosities abound. Left-leaning academics who 
abominate the last century’s colonial empires now come astonishingly 
close to paraphrasing Kipling (“Take up the white man’s burden”) in 
chiding the West for its “moral failure” to bring order to developing 
countries. Former hawks are now the most reluctant to commit 
American troops for adventures abroad, while doves who once criti- 
cized the United States for playing “global policeman” now fervently 
advocate just such a role. The one certain thing is that an undefined for- 


eign policy is a disaster waiting’ to happen. 


President Clinton’s foreign policy has been diverse — to his critics, 
haphazard. He has sent troops on more foreign expeditions’ than’ any 
President since World War II. Although Americans have died, we have 
yet to see anything to compare to Korea‘or Vietnam. 

As a student, President Clinton “opposed the latter conflict. If we 
assume that those protests stemmed from moral objections rather than 
from selfishness, one wonders why he would not have the same objec- 
tions to the Bosnian mission. The North Vietnamese were every bit as 
brutal as thé Bosnian Serbs, while the Croatian and Bosnian govern-

study not only examined physical 
activity and perceived stress, but also 
looked at other possible stress-caus- 
ing factors, such as personality traits, 
ongoing problems, life changes and 
health status. A statistical study of the 
surveys was then able to determine 
the relationship between physical 
activity and stress, independent of 
other factors. 

“We found that those two are very 
well-related and inversely related, so 
that the more stress you have, the less 
physically active you’re likely to be, 
or vice versa. That relationship held 
up after we statistically controlled for 
everything else,’ Aldana said. 

The results showed that individuals 
who were physically active were 
about half as likely to have a high 
level of stress as those who were not 
physically active. In addition, they 
had a 30 percent less chance of hav- 
ing a moderate level of stress. 

Aldana is quick to point out that 
the study only established a relation- 
ship and does not prove cause and 
effect; it is possible that stressed peo- 
ple don’t exercise or that exercise 
appeals to people who do not have 
stréss. However, other research sup- 
ports the conclusion that physical 
activity does reduce stress. The cause 
of the effect is left to speculation at 
this point, he said, but there are two 
strong contenders for the explanation. 

“Typically, if you are physically 
active, you’re out there with some- 
body,’ Aldana said. “You’re out there 
skating with somebody or riding with 
somebody or playing tennis with 
somebody or walking and talking 
with somebody — there’s some kind 
of social interaction when you’re 
physically active.” 

As you spend time with someone 
and talk to them and share. your prob- 
lems and challenges, he said, there 
may be some stress-coping mecha- 
nisms that take place. 

“The other part of it is there might 
be some physiological changes,” 
Aldana explained. “You might not be 
getting a high level of fitness, but 
maybe it’s enough to get some physi-

induces chemical release, tiger 
encourages physical activity, physical 
activity burns chemicals, body returns 
to normal (assuming you’re not eaten 
by the tiger). 

Other studies have shown that peo- 
ple who are physically fit are less 
stressed than those who are not fit. 
But this study, Aldana said, shows 
you may not eyen need to,be physical- 
ly fit if you are just active. Of those in 
the study who were physically active, 
62 percent said their most common 
form of activity was walking, an 
activity that does not generally lead to 
a high level of physical fitness, he 
said. 

In addition, it doesn’t take much, 
Aldana said, to be sufficiently active 
— 30 minutes a day of some physical 
activity will do the job, and activities 
such as mowing the lawn or mopping 


the floor can count. Doing something ° 


you enjoy is important, but the activi- 
ty depends on you. “Go for a half 
hour. Go fora jog, go play tennis, go 
do something,” he said. 

To those who insist they’re too 
busy to exercise, Aldana counsels, 
“Take a walk down to your local hos- 
pital and sit down in their cardiac 
rehab center where the people are on 
treadmills, and look around at those 
people. Many of them are stressed-out 
individuals who used the same excus- 
es you use: ‘I don’t have time. I’ve 
got too much to do. I’m under too 
much pressure.’ 

“Tt will catch up to you. It won’t 
take long — somewhere between 45 
and 60 you’ll have your first bypass 
or your first angioplasty, and if you’re 
lucky enough to survive, you’ll be 
down there with them. You don’t have 
to be obese, you don’t have to be 
unfit, you don’t have to have a horri- 
ble diet — although all of those things 
are significant risk factors. You can 
just be plain stressed out, and it might 
happen to you.”

Campaign targets dozing drive! ,

Several departments on campus 
have come together to create a cam- 
paign to prevent students’ involve- 
ment in fatigue-related car accidents. 

“You Snooze, You Lose” is a cam- 
paign involving Student Life, 
BYUSA, the McDonald Health 
Center, Eta Sigma Gamma, the 
Department of Theater and Film, the 
Department of Communications and 
the Department of Health Sciences. 

“We think we have a problem that 
needs addressing,’ said Gordon B. 
Lindsay, associate professor of health 
education. He said that four deaths a 
year related to dozing and driving 
incidents is too much. 

“It’s a leading cause of death for 
BYU students and many students are 
injured every year as a result of doz- 
ing,’ Lindsay said in a news release. 

Steve Sarkisian, BYU’s quarterback, 
is the official spokesman for the ““You 
Snooze, You Lose” campaign. He will 
appear in a public service announce- 
ment that will be shown in classroom 
presentations, placed on the Worid 
Wide Web and distributed to Cougar 
Cable and KBYU-TV, according to a 
news release. 

Last week, 37,000 letters were sent 
to the parents of BYU students to help 
them be aware of the problem, said 
Mindy Mangum, a secretary in the 
administration offices at the 
McDonald Health Center. 

The letter gives parents suggestions 
for students who are driving home for 
the holidays. BYU would like parents 
to talk with their children about their 
travel plans. 

Eta Sigma Gamma, the honor soci- 
ety for health science students, will 
make short presentations to groups 
about dozing and driving, Lindsay 
said. Inquiries can be directed to Walt 
Hanks, student coordinator of the 
campaign. 

An article was written in Campus 
Connection, a publication for ecclesi- 
astical leaders, for bishops to talk 
about travel plans in their wards, 
Hanks said. 

Pencils with a message imprinted on 
them will be distributed during finals 
at the Testing Center. Hanks said that 
a web page will also be available on 
the McDonald Health Center’s server 
starting next week. 

Lindsay said the purpose of the pro- 
gram was two-fold.

The Aimee Mann and Michael Penn 
duet; “Christmastime” also was 
explicitly written for Geffen’s release. 
Mann is probably most renown for 
her 1985 single, “Voices Carry,” and 
“Christmastime” will probably be 
renown for the track on “Just Say 
Noel” most conducive to the 
Christmas’ spirit. Out of the 12 tracks, 
it is nominated for the “Mostly Likely 
to be Covered by Donny and Marie” 
award. The song is rather reminiscent 
of an early ‘90s children’s Christmas 
movie and does not inch too far away 
from usual holiday canticles. It is 
pleasant companion and a complete 
foil to The Roots’ version of De La 
Soul’s “Millie Pulled a Pistol on 
Santa.” 

“Christmas,” track four, is a Fuzzy’s 
cover according to the press release 
redone by The Posies with Velocity 
Girl’s, Sarah Shannon. In The Posies’ 
sad song Shannon tries to convince 
herself that Christmas does not “mean 
all that much” to her. In the first listen 
through of “Christmas,” it is difficult 
to catch that the song is not as much 
of a Grinch tune as it is the all too 
common tale of spending the holiday 
season alone. 

“Just Say Noel” is now available in 
stores, and a portion of the profits will 
go to Peter Gabriel’s non-profit 
Witness program, which donates 
items to human rights groups.

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Women runners third in nation

The BYU women’s cross country team was definitely 
not suffering from the Monday morning blues as they 
raced their way to a third-place national finish, with 
three Cougars earning All-American status. 

Third place in Monday’s NCAA Cross Country 
Championships marks the highest ranking ever 
achieved by the Cougar women, who have won seven 
consecutive Western Athletic Conference champi- 
onships. The Cougars tallied 136 points behind first- 
place Stanford at 101 and second-place Villanova at 
106. They enjoyed the balmy 70-degree weather — a 
welcome change to last week’s District VII snowstorm 
race. 

“Our top four runners all had career days and ran their 
best race,” said BYU coach Patrick Shane. One 
Cougar’s “career day” was just that: the NCAA 
Championship marked the last cross country race of 
lone BYU senior Melissa Teemant’s career. Teemant 
finished fourth for the Cougars. 

BYU sophomore Courtney Pugmire completed the 
season the way she started it — as the fastest Cougar 
woman. Pugmire repeated as an All-American in 12th 
place overall with a time of 18:00. Pugmire finished in 
ninth position when individual runners were displaced 
in team scoring and was two seconds out of 10th place 
overall. 

Not only did the Cougar women claim two other All- 
American spots, the team also raced faster than any 
other year, says Shane. Sophomore Maggie Chan and 
freshman Elizabeth Jackson were the two other Cougar 
All-Americans. 

“This is the first time we’ve had three All-Americans 
and freshman Elizabeth Jackson was three places better 
than Courtney last year,’ Shane said. 

Chan finished in a time of 18:11 in 22nd (16th in 
team scoring) and Jackson finished seconds behind with 
a time of 18:17 in 27th place overall (19th). Jackson, 
from Salt Lake City, was the third freshman finisher 
nationally among the 176 runners. 


“This was the only race I was nervous in the whole 
season,’ said Chan, BYU’s consistent second-fastest 
runner to Pugmire. “I am happy to be an All-American. 
I was totally spent at the end, but I put in 200 percent 
effort. I kept moving and I had no idea what was hap- 
pening at the end.” 

Jackson also expressed excitement at her All- 
American status. 

“Tt’s exciting and unexpected to be an All-American,” 
said Jackson. “I was lucky to get a good start and I 
kicked at the end to pass a couple of girls.” 

The Cougar’s NCAA third place finish, however, was 
not won by three All-Americans alone. “Melissa 
(Teemant), our only senior, had easily her best race,” 
Shane said. Teemant, fourth for the Cougars, finished 
behind Jackson with 18:41 in 58th (42nd). Following 
her were Lynette Jorgensen with 18:49 in 69th (50th), 
Kim Nelson with 19:2) in 116th (88th) and Becky 
Ward with 19:33 in 126th (98th). 

The overall goal medalist for the NCAA Cross 
Country Championships was Arizona sophomore Amy 
Skierez who clocked 17:04 with a 5:34 mile pace com- 
pared to BYU’s Pugmire’s 5:41 pace. 

Utah’s Lauren Adams placed 84th and Johanna 
Trevinen was 95th. 

“I knew we were better than last year and we did all 
the right things,” Shane said. “We’re excited to have 
done so well and to improve on fourth on last year. 
With our top finishers being sophomore, sophomore, 
freshman, the future looks bright.” 

The formerly sixth-ranked Cougars and third-ranked 
Colorado were the two automatic qualifiers from the 
Rocky Mountain region. Two of the six at-large bids 
also came out of this region with CSU and Northern 
Arizona. Last week, the Cougars finished second to 
Colorado in the NCAA District VII Championships at 
Fort Collins. 

The rest of the top ten team finished behind Stanford; 
Villanova and BYU were Colorado (145), Dartmouth 
(211), Arizona (214), Providence (219), Wisconsin 
(226) Georgetown (247) and Northern Arizona (261). 


Women swimmers take second in two meets

In Saturday’s invitational, BYU’s 
score of 428 landed squarely between 
first place ASU at 438 and CSU at 
422. McKeever raked in another first- 
place finish with a win in the 200 free 
(1:53.48), while Haws won the 500 
free (4:57.47). Also repeating Friday’s 
performance was the Cougar diving 
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team — Julie Parkinson won both the 
1-meter (291.70) and 3-meter boards 
(313.80). 

“T thought we did really well,” said 
Crump. “We were fooling around 
with our line-ups, but overall it was a 
good meet for us.” 

Cougar divers left the swimming 
half of their team to compete this 
weekend in the USC Diving 


Invitational. BYU’s Nathan Cook 
took third with a score of 455.65 to 
put him just over three points behind 
second place finisher Toby Reclusado 
of UCSB at 458.65. Nate Smith of 
USC won the competition with a 
score of 533.10. 

The Cougars’ next meet will be on 
Dec. 5 at the Speedo Cup in Long 
Beach, Calif. 


Cougars try to rebound at Washing

“The return of Mark Sanford helps 
in a lot of ways,” said coach Bob 
Bender, who is in his fourth year as 
the Huskies’ head coach. “It gives us 
direction, experience and production, 
obviously. Mark gives us a player that 
is hard for our opponents to match up 
with.” 

The Husky attack does not stop with 
the 6-9 Sanford. They also showcase 
two seven-footers, including 7-0 
sophomore center Todd MacCulloch, 
who hails from Winnipeg, Manitoba, 
Cariada. MacCulloch averaged 8.8 
points and 4.8 rebounds per game last 
year as a freshman. Playing alongside 
or as a backup for MacCulloch is 
German giant Patrick Femerling, who 
stands at 7-1. 

“We’ve got to play those two big 
guys together more,” said Bender, 
who has accumulated a 30-52 record 
during his reign at Washington. 
“We’ve done it in the past, but for 
whatever reason I was reluctant to go 
with it for an extended period of time 
and I think that’s got to change.” 

The Cougars will be looking to 
improve on just about every aspect of 
their game, most notably holding onto 
the ball and playing more intensely on 
defense. The Cougars have turned the 
ball over 39 times in their last two 
contests, and they have allowed teams 
to score at will both inside and out.

Streaking Jazz spoil 
Bulls’ record hopes

SALT LAKE CITY — It took 36 
points from Karl Malone, poor clutch 
shooting by Michael Jordan and the 
petulance of Dennis Rodman for the 
Chicago Bulls to finally lose a game. 

The question may now be not 
whether the Bulls can be beaten, but 
whether such a powerful combination 
of circumstances might ever surface 
again. 

Just how tough it is to beat the Bulls 
may have been more evident on the 
night they finally lost than in the 
dozen wins they reeled off to open the 
season. 

“It was a good run. Now we start 
another one,” Jordan said. 

Chicago’s attempt to set an NBA 


- record for wins to begin the season 


fell four games short Saturday night 
when the Utah Jazz won 105-100 
before a frenzied crowd of 19,911 at 
the Delta Center. 

But with a schedule that doesn’t 
look too tough until the Bulls meet 
the Los Angeles Lakers 10 games 
from now.on Dec. 17, another streak 
may be only one more game from 
beginning. 

“The next game we lose will be 
about three or four weeks from now,” 
Ron Harper said. “I guarantee it.” 

Though Jordan missed all six of his 
3-point attempts and all the Bulls 
went cold after taking an 88-82 lead 
early in the fourth quarter, a good por- 
tion of the blame for the loss can be 
traced to Rodman. 

Rodman grabbed only one rebound 
the entire first half, allowed Malone to 
score almost at will, then picked up a 
second technical with 13.9 seconds 
left that helped Utah clinch the victo- 
ry. 

“T wasn’t interested in the game,” 
said Rodman, unrepentant as ever. “I 
didn’t have my game face on. Karl 
Malone had 36 points. That shows 
you how into the game I was.” 

Rodman’s technical came with the 
Bulls trailing by two points, when he 
shoved Jeff Hornacek after fouling 
him, sending him into the courtside 
seats. The second technical meant an 
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automatic ejection, and gave Utah 
another free throw to help seal the 
final outcome. 

“T don’t think we’re taking this loss 
too hard,” Rodman said. “It’s one 
loss. That’s all.” 

Coach Phil Jackson said the loss 
was, due more to the poor shooting of 
the Bulls, who made only two of their 
next 16 shots after taking the fourth 
quarter lead, than to Rodman’s antics. 

But Jackson admitted Rodman’s 
ejection may have prevented the Bulls 
from pulling the game out. 

“The foul at the end of the game 
was flagrant and it upset the-finish of 
the game,” Jackson said. “Rodman 
didn’t get into the game emotionally 
in the first half. I thought he might 


give us a good run‘in the second half 


and he did.” 

While Rodman was trying to find 
his emotions, the Jazz were treating 
the game like it was a playoff contest. 

Malone was the workhorse, match- 
ing Jordan almost point for point, but 
Hornacek also had a good game with 
18 points and was pivotal coming 
down the stretch. 

“We came into this knowing they 


are the defending world champions, 


but you don’t want to be intimidated 
by them,” Malone said. “You can’t be 
intimidated. You have to go out and 
play them.” 

The Jazz have won six straight after 
a 2-2 start and are playing like the 
team that went to the Western 
Conference finals a year ago. Still, it’s 
early in the season to put too much 
emphasis on one win. 

“Everyone pats you on the back 
because you beat Chicago, but you 
have to keep playing,” Malone said. 

Jordan, meanwhile, wanted to look 
at the loss in a positive way. 

“Tt tells us how important execution 
is down the stretch,” said Jordan, who 
finished with 44 points.

Sunk Soviet sub leaked 
plutonium into ocean

SAN FRANCISCO — Unknown 
amounts of highly radioactive plutoni- 
um leaked into the ocean from 
nuclear warheads aboard a Soviet 
submarine that sank in the mid- 
Atlantic in 1986, the San Francisco 
Examiner reported. 

It was the first case in which 
weapons-grade plutonium leaked 
from a submarine into the ocean, the 
newspaper reported in Sunday’s edi- 
tions. 

Both the Soviet and U.S. govern- 
ments gave assurances at the time that 
there was no radioactive contamina- 
tion. 

Scientists say they have no idea how 
far particles of plutonium traveled 
from the submarine, which went 
down in 18,000 feet of water, the 
newspaper said. 

Some scientists want to examine the 
wreck and possibly try to recover the 
plutonium. 

The submarine K-219, carrying 32 
nuclear warheads, was one of three 
Soviet and two U.S. nuclear-armed 
subs that sank during the Cold War. 

The liquid fuel of one of the sub’s 
missiles apparently ignited, causing 
damage that left the sub drifting on 
the surface for two days while the 
crew tried to make repairs, the 
Examiner said. It was taken under tow 
by a Soviet trawler but began taking 
on water and was abandoned. At least 
four of the 120 crew members died. 

The newspaper said the sinking sub- 
marine’s missile warheads, containing 
perhaps 200 pounds of plutonium- 
239, broke apart as the vessel went

BANGKOK, Thailand — President Clinton called on the 
world’s longest reigning king Monday night at a palace 
famed for its stabie of royal white elephants. 

In this city of Buddhist temples and traffic jams, the royal 
precinct sparkled with lights filling the trees and strung 
along-palace walls. A mounted guard lined the street out- 
side the presidential guest palace. 

Clinton’s visit came at a moment of political change. 
Hard-on the heels of Thai national elections, Clinton 
arrived smack in the middle of a transition from one prime 
minister to the next. The president’s solution: He planned to 
meet with both. 

Paying tribute to a loyal Asian ally, Clinton was the first 
U.S, president to visit Thailand since Richard Nixon in 
1969. 

“It’s overdue,” said Winston Lord, assistant secretary of 
state for East Asian and Pacific affairs. Thailand is host for 
the largest joint military exercise in Asia that includes the 
United States and provides port access to American war- 
ships. 

Concluding a !2-day trip, Clinton arrived here after a 
state visit to Australia and an Asian-Pacific summit in the 
Philippines. 

In his only public appearance, the president was to receive 
an honorary degree today and deliver.a speech at the presti- 
gious Chulalongkorn University. He was to emphasize the 
war against drugs, environmental issues and cooperation in 
combatting the spread of AIDS and other deadly diseases. 

A lot was packed into Clinton’s 27-hour stay, beginning 
with his courtesy call on King Bhumibol Adulyadej and

In a city infamous for its pollution and some of the worst 
traffic jams in Asia, the king’s 156-acre palace compound is 
a haven of serenity. 

Encircled by lotus-dotted canals, it has colorful gardens 
and grassy pastures where royal white elephants can be 
seen parading from stables to their private bathing pond. 

The compound is home to the ancient Temple of the 
Emerald Buddha, consecrated in 1782. The president and 
his wife will tour the temple today. Bangkok has about 400 
wats, Buddhist temple-monasteries. 

There are no major problems between the United States 
and Thailand. A senior U.S. official called Clinton’s trip “‘a 
feel-good” visit. The only official business was the signing 
of a minor taxation treaty. 

For Clinton, the trip concluded a tour of the United 
States’ five treaty allies in this area of the world. He visited 
Japan, South Korea and the Philippines on earlier trips. On 
this trip, he visited Australia and Manila again before stop- 
ping in Thailand. 

Clinton said there was “a cruel irony” in his visit. A close 
friend from Arkansas, saxophonist Art Porter II, drowned 
in a boating accident outside Bangkok Nov. 16.

After the accident, Soviet investiga- 
tors discovered traces of the radioac- 
tive material on floating debris, the 
newspaper said. 

The Soviet news agency Tass report- 
ed at the time, “The possibility of a 
nuclear explosion and radioactive 
contamination of the environment is 
ruled out.”
